Of the public schools of this county. 
"With this object in view, it may be 
well to go baek'iu our public school 
history twenty years. The year 1855 
WES the first year in wliicli any public 
record was miidp in regard to public 
school matters. 
Compared with 


those of the present year, the returns 
then ivere of the most insignificant 
character.' There were but seven 
school districts in the county. Two 
of these were in Oakland township, 
and the others were respectively .as 
follows: Alameda .township, Edon 
township, Washington township,. 
Murray township and Clinton town- 
ship, "it will be seen that with the 
exception of Oaklp.nd township— 
•where there were two school' dis- 
tricts—n school • district comprised 
the whole of a township. It is im- 
possible to get at an estimate or 
worth of the school property in the 
county at that time, as there was no 
record made, and only a bare .state- 
ment of the number of children in 
the county irAho year 1855 was all 
that the census "marshals deemed 
necessary to preserve. The records 
now in the office of the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, relative 
to the public schools of the county 
in the year mentioned, are not only 
relics of primitive days, but 


THE EAK-MAKKS OF TIME, 


And the ravages of moths and mioe 
have served but to render them still 
more unsatisfactory to the prying 
student of history, or tha searcher af- 
ter ancient 
statistics. 
However, 


enough remain^1 of 'these time-worn'1 
documents to give" us to understand 
that in the year 1855 there were in 
the county 742 children between the 
ages of 4 and '17. They were dis- 
tribiited smong the various'districts 
as follows: Alameda, 103; 'Clinton, 
112; Eden. 112; Oakland, Np.,.l, 71; 
Oakland, No. 2, 152; Murray, 59; 
Washington, 133. It will be seen by 
this showing, that the southerly por- 
tion the county embraced ia Wash- 
ington township, had nearly as many 
census children as the.
